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Renovations  to  TSU's  stadium  make  a 
muddy  present  and  a  promising  future. 


This  fall  the  Troy  State  football  program  embarked 
upon  the  final  stages  of  its  Division  l-A  move  -  an 
$11  million  renovation  and  expansion  of  its  field, 
now  entitled  the  Movie  Gallery  Veterans  Stadium. 
The  project  will  increase  the  facility's  seating 

capacity  to  more  than 
30,000.  The  stadium  has 
seen  tremendus  growth 
and  change  during  its 
52-year  existence.  It  was 
built  for  a  mere  $65,000 
in  1950  and  seated  just 
5,000  spectators.  Several 
renovations  followed,  with 
the  most  recent  coming  in 
1998,  when  the  facility 
moved  from  a  12,000- 
seat  capacity  to  its  current 
17,500.  Constuction  began 
in  July,  with  the  largest 
part  of  the  project  being 
a  new,  five-story  press  box 

..  ■ '■■■" -■■■■  <    "  structure  that  will  house  27 

sky  boxes,  a  state-of-the-art 
media  hosting  facility  and  floors  dedicated  to  sports 
medicine,  academics,  and  strength  and  conditioning. 
As  a  part  of  the  construction,  the  current  Jesse  H. 
Colley  Track,  which  was  housed  at  the  stadium,  is 
being  relocated  -  making  the  stadium  a  football-only 
venue.  Also  gone  will  be  the  prescription  athletic 
turf,  replaced  by  artificial  turf,  a  surface  that  closely 
resembles  grass  in  feel  and  appearance.  Troy  State 
will  become  the  first  school  in  the  Deep  South  to 
install  the  turf,  which  is  currently  being  used  by 
s(  bonis  sue  h  as  Nebraska,  Tulsa,  c\m\  Washington 
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State.  The  new  plans  also  call  for  a  large-sc  reen,  end 
/one  replay  board  and  state-of-the-art  scoreboard 
striu  tine,   as  well  as   multiple   fan   pavilions. 
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The  Trojans  battle  through  a  tough 
schedule  and  a  wet  season. 


Teamwork,  preparation  and  progress  are  three 
things  the  Trojans  learned  this  football  season. 
After  moving  to  Division  l-A,  four  wins  may  not 
seem  like  much  to  appreciate;  however,  through 
this  team's  up-and-down  season  all  Trojan  fans  can 

be  proud.  The  progress 
the  team  has  made  shows 
the  potential  of  what  Troy 
State  athletics  is  all  about. 
Finishing  fourth  in  the 
nation  in  total  defense 
is  an  accomplishment  in 
itself.  Unfortunately,  from 
the  first  shutout  since 
1983  to  losing  the  Utah 
State  game  in  overtime, 
there  are  areas  in  which 
the  team  sees  as  areas 
of  improvement.  The 
offense  was  one  area  this 
year  that  will  definitely 
work  to  better  prepare 
themselves  for  the  future. 
"We  are  a  long  ways  from 
being  a  good  offensive  football  team,"  said  head 
coach  Larry  Blakeney.  On  the  other  hand,  Troy 
State  captured  victories  in  three  of  the  four  home 
games  and  held  seven  of  the  teams  to  under  100 
yards  on  the  ground.  Overall,  the  season  is  one 
that  was  not  the  heights,  but  it  gave  the  Trojans 
something  to  improve  on.  Maybe  the  football  staff 
can  help  Troy  State  come  into  their  third  season  of 
Division  l-A  with  a  surprised  audience  at  hand.  "We 
are  better  than  we  were  coming  in.  We  probably 
have  the  most  experienced  statt  we've  ever  had. ..I 
think  we  got  everything  installed."  Blakenev  said.

Troy  State  has  a 
great  exchange  student 
program  where  many 
students  come  from  all 
parts  of  the  world  just 
to  attend  TSU.  One  of 
our  track  students  is  an 
exchange  student  from 
northern  England.  Ben 
Fish  is  at  Troy  State  on 
a  track  scholarship,  all 
the  way  from  Darwen, 
England. 

A  big  attraction  to 
him  was  the  small  town 
atmosphere  unlike  New 
York  and  Chicago,  for 
example.  Troy  reminds 


him  of  his  hometown  in 
Darwen  because  of  the 
small  city.    However, 
he  said  there  are 
differences  in  the  two 
places.  "The  biggest 
and  most  challenging 
adjustment  to  life  here 
in  the  South  is  that  it  is 
hotter  than  England," 
said  Fish.  It  took  a  great 
deal  of  training  for  Ben 
to  condition  himself  to 
run  track  in  this  climate. 
The  thing  that  he  misses 
the  most  is  of  course  his 
family,  but  also  public 
transportation.  He  was 


amazed  to  discover  that 
we  have  no  subways, 
trains,  or  "tubes"  as  they 
call  them  in  England. 
Another  aspect 
that  is  different  is  the 
American  idea  of  a  college 
education.   "In  England, 
a  student  must  declare 
their  major  and  then  they 
are  allowed  to  take  classes 
assigned  to  them,"  Fish 
said.  So,  scheduling  his 
classes  and  having  an 
advisor  of  his  own  was 
a  major  adjustment  for 
Ben.  Not  only  did  that 
take  some  adjusting,  but 
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there  is  a  difference  in 
the  length  of  the  English 
college  degree  versus  the 
American  college  degree. 
In  their  universities, 
students  graduate  in  three 
years. 

Ben  said  the  biggest 
misconceptions  Americans 
have  of  British  people 
are  that  "we  all  have 
false  teeth  and  talk  like 
Hugh  Grant!"  He  was 
very  impressed  with  our 
Southern  hospitality  and 
is  looking  forward  to  the 
remainder  of  his  time  here 
at  Troy  State  University.
